Licences  on  Hawkers  and  Ped¬ 
lars.

I.et  each  of  them  in  his  turn  lay 
t)pen  his  lieart  with  the  fame  Imceiity,

In  the  profeciition  of  his  woik,  it  is 
f  but  too  obvious  that  Roulleau  a»5ts  up  to 
his  profefTions,  and  exhibits,  without  u> 
ferve,  the  motely  feenes  of  his  life.  From 
i)is  childhood  to  his  old  age,  we  have  not 
only  tliC  detail  of  his  adveiriiircs,  but  the 
]v.T;.grciT]on  of  his  i-lcas.  lie  alfo  pccii- 
iiarifes  his  inofl  feerct  crimes.;  and 
uhilc  I'.e  lifts  up  tl:e  veil  from  his  tn.rpi- 
tiidc,  Inj  liiiplays  his  regret  and  icpen- 
tancc.  The  paihons  which  by  turns  tore 
'  and  agitated  him  are  minutely  deferibed  ; 
at  tlie  fame  time  that  we  are  ftriick  with 
the  iinblu filing  fidelity  of  his  pencil,  we 
admire  the  powers  of  his  mind.  Our 
plcafurc,  however,  is  not  unmixed,  flis 
elevation,  though  far  above  the  common 
level  of  humanity,  appears  not  to  have 
been  an  object  of  envy.  His  irkfome 
pride,  and  his  endlefs  inquietudes,  were 
perpetually  embittering  liis  days  ;  and  all 
his  enjoyments  were  "dalhed  with  fuipi- 
cions  and  mifery. 

The  account  he  gives  of  his  youth  is 
exceedingly  entertaining.  Fvery  thing 
is  peculiar,  romantic,  and  marked.  In 
the  fixth  year  of  his  age  he  had  read  the 
Lives  of  Plutarch  and  other  hiftorical 
w'orks. 

“  Iiiceflantly  occupied  with  Rome  or 
Athens,  living  in  a  manner  with  their 
great  men,  myfelf  Lorn  citizen  of  a  re¬

prove  detrimental  to  inferior  pcrlbr.f,,  fjy 
infiaming  their  fenfes  and  imagirudiiou;.

This  Pamphlet  feems  to  be  wnitten 
with  the  bell  of  all  views,  tlic  w'el- 
fare  of  the  public.  Tlie  oHice  of  Jullice 
of  the  Peace,  the  author  repiefents  to 
have  been  formerly  elcdivc  by  the  peo¬ 
ple,  and  he  divides  the  preUnt  holders 
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of  the  office  into  twoclcifit  s;  tiiofe  ui.o 
apply  for  the  appoinnneiit  as  an  hono- 
raiy  difiircftion,  in  whici:  cl.'ifs  he  r.anks 
the  greater  part  of  the  conntiy  jufiicts, 
and  tln.lc  w  iu)  are  r  rapiiatii  ally  llihil 
tiading  jiifticL'S.  All  the  diuntiers  in 
our  pi)hce  he  aferibes  to  the  appevnt* 
meut  to  this  (ulice  being  cugroircd  by 
tilt  Cl  own,  and  rociunniciuib  an  annual 
•  Ucbicn  ofjufiices  being  leiiovtd  to  the 
people. 

Having  thus  eftr.blifiicd  in  idea  a  vew 
fet  of  curltitiition.'d  in;»gifiiak>,  he  pro¬ 
ceeds  to  lay  ('pen  his  plar..  He  aiivifes 
that  a  board  of  men  of  piMperty  be  tor- 
Uicd  in  eaeli  cc'.imty,  with  a  ti'calury 
(*ruiblirnn'.eut  t»*  receive,  as  long  as  liiall 
!k*  neceihuy,  all  iIk*  ouor’s  raus  lu  the 
co’ir.ty.  X'/rute  l  imi  is:  tc’  be  lumeiU, 
to  be  p*aid  for  at  d.iftauc  peric'd':,  on  in- 
tercll  during  the  intermediate  time  ;  b.d- 
lltih,  or  overfeers  to  be  eu'Tr.gvd  ;  cattle 
and  inr.  hmento  t(i  he  provided  ;  ar.d  tlie 
able  part  of  liie  poor  to  be  cmnlovid  in 
railing  iiemp,  fiax,  and  orl'.er  Untalde  ar¬ 
ticle  ,  svln)  are  to  be  paid  for  their  la¬ 
bour,  to  have  habitations  provided  for 
thfin,  but  to  r.tainlaiu  tlicmfelves.  Tliis 
mode  of  employment  w  ill  infulc  a  fpirit 
ofai^livity  and  independence  into  them, 
d  he  he’Tipand  flax,  when  r.iifcd,  will  fiir- 
nilh  empioymen*  for  all  the  icll  w'ho  arc* 
able  to  do  any  thing  ;  fo  that  the  poor 
and  the  lax  for  rti.iinlaining  them,  will 
foon  dwindle  to  a  tvilie  ;  while  a  llrief 
execution  of  the  laws  ayaiinfi  va^r.ants  will 
force  them  into  employment  aifo,  and 
put  a  total  flop  to  licggary  and  thieving. 
As  faft  as  the  land  is  iinprovedi,jt  may  be 
leafed  out  ;  and  the  concerns  of  the 
county  boards  will  in  courfe  of  rime 
proportionally  dlminiib  ;  i'er  as  cultuvt 
inerL-afes,  paiilh  poor  mu  it  b.e  icdiicc'd. 

Eefi:  his  fcheine  fiionld  be  ridiculed 
as  vifionaiy,  he  appeals  to  the  Anflrian 
Netheilanijs,  where  the  inh.abitar.ts  1 1- 
bouring  under  like  grlevar.ces,  but  wiih- 
out  the  refource  of  a  poorhs  fund,  iat(*ly 
carried  into  execution  a  limiiar  phan  by 
ail  unkiiowm  individual,  with  all  the  fuc- 
eel's  here  promifed. 

To  our  avidity  for  trade,  he  aferibes 
the  negled  of  agriculture,  and  afi('ni  thing 
increnfe  of  our  defiitute  poor;  and  adds, 
that  the  want  of  attention  in  govcrnmei  i: 
to  the  regulation  of  our  internal  piulie<‘, 
allows  full  I’cope  to  the  difoider.  II'- 
obfcrvati('-r.s  on  this  iubjccSl,  beii'g  plait, 
and  familiar,  we  Ihall  lav  bslorc  cur 
readers  in  his  own  wofUs ; 
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“  Now,  as  the  prefent  aim  to  pre¬ 
vail  oij  the  puMic  to  en^:ir,e  iii  this  beiit-

King  William,  Ibon  afitr  his  aceeflion 
1o  the  tin  one,  found  that  his  pariianient 
was  total  iiiU)  factions,  each  of  which 
contended  for  tiie  adniinillratioti  of  go- 
vet  niTient,  This  magnaninions  prir.ee 
knew  \\hat  was  due  to  t!ie  crown  he 
woic,  as  well  as  to  thole  powerful  chiefs 
by  whole  means  he  had  obtained  it.  He 
vefpeHevI  the  leaders  of  tlie  whig  patty; 
but  be  alfo  lerpedted  liimfelf.  ami  the 
great  bod.y  of  the  people,  between  whole 
bberty,  and  the  cunliitutionr.l  dignity  of 
the  fovercigtt,  there  v\asa  clofe  and  inti- 
I'.nite  ciainedtioti. — He  fetit  fui  the  [trin- 
cipal  peifons  in  botii  tioiifes  (>f  I'arha- 
i;icut,  and  diclarcd  his  earn;  It  delire  that 
ail  the  real  gt  icvanccs  id' the  nation  irinn’il 
be  itnme«liai el y  redrenii!.  He  told  titem 
lhat  “■  lite  crown  liioiild  not  be  the  worfe 
ibr  his  wearing  it,  arivl  advifed  them  to 
f  •<.*  ♦ronteiite*.!  \*Ui4i  nis  bonntv.  as  f»n*  as 
it  vero  hi  /  ».f  to  it.  ']  net», 

laying  bis  hand  upon  his  fword,  h.c  laid, 
what  \  cannot  aceoiv.plilh  by  cutKiif itv, 
j  will  take  care  to  perfinrn  with  liu>. — 
He  declared  tiiat  lie  wouiti  liave  regard 
to  his  own  dignity,  apd  the  public  fafe- 
ty,  accoiding  to  liis  oatli,  and,  witli  the 
ndvice  of  his  council,  would  adminilfer 
the  government  according  to  the  laws.’^ 
Tlierc  were  as  great  patriots  in  the  days 
i  ‘\  King  William  as  in  the  prefent :  yet 
no  man  arraigned  the  conciucf  of  tiiat 
piir.ee  as  imccnllitutionrd,  when  licchofe 
rather  to  be  king  over  a  divideil  parlia¬ 
ment,  than  to  give  hiniillf  up  to  be  go¬ 
verned  by  cither  paity. 

Let  us  fuppofe,  for  a  moment.  King 
William  III.  to  fill  the  tlirone  of  Eng¬ 
land,  in  fuch  circumflances  as  the  pre¬ 
sent.  As  the  dillingu.ilhiiig  features  of 


his  chara<5Ier  were  a  t'enerati f jujTice 
and  ?7iUitu-y  cuurcgjy  we  may  naturally 
conceive  that  the  encroachments  made 
on  his  royal  prerogative,  or,  in  other 
words,  on  the  conftitutional  law  of  the 
country,  would  move  him  with  the  ut- 
moh  indignation.  Confeious  of  the  flrid- 
eh  regard  to  the  laws,  on  his  i)art,  his 
refen.tment  at  the  ufurpatioiis  of  the  ari- 
ifccracic  laciion  would  be  in  proportion 
to  the  purity  of  his  own  principles.  Ac- 
cuflomed  to  war  and  civil  broils  from 
his  Oai  lie  it  years,  he  would  not  nnnatu- 
rnlly  anlic’pate  oi  Imagine  a  conjuikture, 
in  n’l'ch  ttu*  vvraiigiings  of  tongues  and 
the  conii ove’  lics  of  pens  miglit  be  fol- 
lowccb  as  ufuai  in  other  countries,  by  an 
appeal  to  the  Iword.  In  fnen  a  htuation, 
he  would  can  hi5  eyes  abroad  on  the  (late 
of  his  (hiiiiiniv'iis  and  of  the  woild,  tIuU. 
by  cofi'pariiig  his  advantages  with  his 
dilad vantages,  his  friends  witii  h.is  ene¬ 
mies,  he  might  be  able  to  judge  of  the 
ground  on  winch  he  hood. — T’le  Iionour 
of  the  army  is  on  liis  hue,  and  tluir  mi¬ 
litary  habits.  The  towns  and  cities 
tliroughont  England  and  Scotland,  in 
imitalion  of  tiio  metropolis,  and  ani¬ 
mated  by  fimilar  feelings,  congratulate 
him  on  emancipating  himfelf,  and  the 
nation,  bom  the  hands  t)f  .crafty  and  de- 
hgniug  tyra?its.  'Ehe  .counties  too  l)e- 
gin  to  fpe»ik  the  fame  Iai>guage,  in  a  tone 
hill  more  rclpeJtable.  A  decided  majo¬ 
rity  of  the  i'»*ers,  nearly  half  tlie  Iloule 
of  Commons,  and  the  bulk  of  tlie  land¬ 
ed  interelt  of  Orcat  Britain,  range  tliem- 
feives  on  the  lide  of  the  King  aiui  the 

IVopIe. - I'hefe,  with  the  julbcc  of 

his  caufe,  are  fnch  powHaful  encourage¬ 
ments,  as  would  certainly  determine 
liidi  a  politic,  warlike,  and  linn  piince 
as  King  William  to  hazard  all  extremi- 
t’cs,  rather  tliau  fubinit  to  the  yoke  of 
a  daring  fat^tion. 

The  people  liave  now  reafon  to  rejoice 
that  the  lame  encouraging  circuinhances 
have  operated  a  limiiar  etieitf  on  the  good 
IVince  who  i;ow  fills  the  throne  -for, 
if  it  couhl  iiave  been  fuppofed  that  lie 
w'ould  ever  have  been  iiuliK:e<l  to  aban¬ 
don  the  numerous  and  rcl'peetable  friends 
who  fnpport  liim  in  the  prefent  crihs,  it 
may  be  fafdy  affirmed,  that  no  fuch  op¬ 
portunity  could  ever  have  been  prefented 
in  future,  of  aircrling,  together  with  his 
own,  the  rights  of  his  people.
